PLAN FOR 
TECHNICAL 
TRAINING 


RESIDING at a discussion on 
industries, with special re- 
ference to vocational train- 

ing, at the National Planning Con- 
ference’ in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, last Saturday, Mr. F. M. 
Summerfield stressed the importance 
of giving their young boys and girls 
some form of specialised training 
that would remove them from the 
army of people who could do 
nothing really well. A girl or boy 
skilled in some vocation had little 
to fear from the bogey of un- 
employment. 

Mr. M. Gleeson stated that the 
ambitious scheme planned in 1936 
for vocational instruction would 
have been completed but for the 
emergency. It was proposed to 
build a number of junior regional 
schools; one had been completed, 
and two were in hand. 

They also proposed to build a 
college for training in the higher 
and more specialised branches of 
technology. It was the policy of 
the Department of Education that 
wherever possible instruction in 
vocational schools should be given 
through Irish. 

Mr. L. J. Duffy said that voca- 
tional training was a poor substitute 
for the craftsmanship which appren- 
ticeship had produced in the past, 
but that with modern industry they 
must be satisfied with the substitute. 
It should, however, be organised 
and directed as far as possible by 
those engaged in the industry. 
Training and guidance were as 
necessary in agriculture as in any of 
the secondary industries. 

A central advisory authority and 
a body of community organisers 
were necessities in any attempt to 
plan community life, said Com- 
mander Coote, during a discussion 
on “Community Life in Town and 
Country, with Special Reference to 
Recreation,” which was organised 
by the National Planning Con- 
ference, and held last night in the 
Mansion House, Dublin. He said 
that the education of the child 
through recreation should be under- 
taken by the State. He also ad- 
vocated the setting up of com- 
munity holiday camps. .

Bombed 


A British Admiralty report on 
the attack by naval aircraft on the 
C.-man convoy off Northern 
Norway on April 28th states the 
convoy consisted of four medium- 
sized supply ships and five escort 
craft.

HE Canadian destroyer, Atha-

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Irish Budget 
Prospects 


The introduction of the Budget 
by Mr.*Sean T. O'Kelly in the Dail 
to-morrow need not cause too much 
worry to taxpayers; for financiat 
experts are almost unanimous in 
expecting that it will not differ from 
last year’s. Though no lessening of 
existing taxes may be expected, the 
Budget probably will have the nega- 
tive virtue of being without in- 
creases. 

Up to March 3ist, when the 
financial year ended, the receipts of 
the Exchequer had exceeded even 
the. most optimistic expectations, 
and the final figures showed an 
excess of more than four millions. 
over the expected revenue. Over 
£11,000,000 had been contributed by 
income {ax and surtax-payers up to 
March 25th, and it is not likely that. 
the 1944-45 yield will be much 
lower than that. The increase is 
explained by the increased profits of 
business, higher wages and increased 
dividends from companies in Eng- 
land. British and Irish companies 
have shown good returns during the 
past year, according to their pub- 
lished report, and wages have a 
increased in very many cases by" % 
bonus orders. bé 
Such things as children’s allows 
ances will mean increased expendi- 
ture in this year’s accounts, but 
there is a substantial balance avail- 
able to meet these. Exceptional 
expenditure would very likely be 
met by borrowing, for which there 
is plenty of money available at low 
interest. 

All these factors indicate that Mr. 
O’Kelly’s Budget will make little 
change, and that his job of introduc- 
ing it will be a pleasant. one, that 
will not take up too much time.
